New Fire Truck Will 
Raise Dept. Efficiency 


There will be two fire trucks going to local fires from now on, 
Fire Chief Sherman Thomas announced Wednesday. 

With the purchase of a new truck the city now is able to better 
fight all types of fires quickly and more efficiently. 


“All members of the department turned out for a training session 
with the new truck and equipment, Monday night. 


The men tried out the new 
pumping equipment near the 
lake. It’s a high pressure fog 
vnit which uses much less water 
but reduces heat and flames fas- 
ter than the older equipment. 


’ Chief Thomas said the unit 
uses very little water only 450 
gallons and at the same time 
does a better job than the old- 
er equipment. 

Its operating pressure for both 
straight stream and fog is 850 
pounds, 

The new truck was purchased 


by the city council several weeks’ 


ago. Four members of the fire 


’ department brought it up to East 


Jordan from Lansing last Thurs- 
day. 

Thomas said the new equip- 
_ment aids greatly in fighting 

out of town fires since less 
water is needed and there is 
faster ability to quench a 
blaze. ; 

The fog penatrates into the 
fire and puts out the blaze with 
less water and less water dam- 
age. ; 

Attending a two day fire- 
fighter training school course on 
the high-pressure fog apparatus 
at John Bean Division plant in 
Lansing were: Chief Thomas, 
Roy Gokee, Marion Jackson and 
Tom Breakey. ; 

The truck consists of a used 


1950 Chevrolet chasis with only 
2,600 miles on. it. The pumping 
equipment was built by John 
Bean, of Lansing. 

Estimated cost of the entire 
unit was $7,500. A third fire 
truck which the city has had 
available for some time will be 


turned back to the Depart- 
ment of Conservation.

Counties Get 
$128,000 By 
Land Sales 


Strong competitive bidding 
sparked recent public auctions of 
state-owned lands in six lower 
peninsula counties, lands work- 
ers say, with more than $128,- 
000 being returned to county 
treasuries through the sales. 

Auctions were conducted by 
conservations department lands 
workers in Ann Arbor, Pontiac, 
Port Huron and Detroit. 

All lands offered in the Pon- 
tiae and Detroit sales were pur- 
chased and only a few scattered 
parcels remained in state owner- 
ship when the Ann Arbor and 
Port Huron sales ended. 

When state-owned lands are 
sold, money paid by purchasers 
goes into the treasury of the 
county in which the land is loca- 
ted. ; 

As a result of the sales, Wayne 
county’s treasury will receive ab- 
out $85,000, the Oakland county 
treasury will receive about $15,- 
000 and Macomb county will get 
about $13,000. St. Clair county 
will receive $11,000, Monroe will 
get $2,200 and Washtenaw coun- 
ty will receive about $1,900. 

In nearly ‘all cases, land offer- 
ed in the Wayne and Oakland 
county sales went across the 
board for prices well above the 
appraised evaluation. 

In recent years, land workers 
have noted an increasingly high 
interest in lands offered for sale 
in metropolitan areas.

Plan Ahead 
For Wheat 


Wheat harvest time is insect 
trouble-starting time for Michi- 
gan growers unless they plan a- 
head and do something about it, 
cautions Ed Rebman, Charlevoix 
county agricultural agent. 

Plans should be made now to 
store wheat in cool, clean bins 
at 12 to 14 per cent moisture and 
to head off the sawtooth grain 
beetles, brand bugs and meal 
worms with pre-storage sprays. - 

Ray Janes, Michigan State col- 
lege entomologist, notes that 
thehse insects do not come from 
the fields—unless they are in 
dirty combines going out. Most 
of the linger in old grain. 

Sweep the grain bin walls and 
floors, clean the ceilings and 
spray the inside of bins about 
three weeks before putting in 
grain. If you want a handy mix- 
ture, put a pound of DDT or me- 
thoxyclor—the 50 per cent wet- 
table powder in each case—in 
each 2% gallons of water for 
spraying. 

Feed bins in the storage area 
also should be cleaned and treat- 
ed, reminds Janes, and new 
wheat should never be stored on 
top of old.

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Hi Fellas: ? a 

The resort season is with us. 
The streets are swarming -with 
sunglasses, sport .shirts and 
shorts. The. fish are still biting 
good and good catches are re- 
ported regularly. 2 

The -following excerpts are 
from a letter written by Ken 
Vrondran to his mother shortly 
after he reached his new duty 
base in Japan. “I am about 30 
miles from Tokyo right now but 
should ship out within the next 
couple of days. I go to Okinawa 
from here, which is a little Is- 
land south of here. I will be over 
here for 18 months now because 
they pulled my orders. I was 
supposed to go to Korea, which 
would only have been 12 months. 
But that is way it goes. 


‘It is a lot better over here 
than it was back in the States. 
We don’t have to pull any KP 
for they have the Japanese girls 
doing that. And the Japanese 
men pull the guard duty. and 
keep our barracks clean.

My new address 
is: Pvt- Kenneth Vrondran, 930 
Engr Avn Bn, APO 239, c-o PM, 
San Francisco, California.” 

Sounds like Ken is having the 
movin’ blues. Cheer up old boy, 
it might get worse before it gets 
better. ; 

‘Leonard McRoberts checks in 
from Japan, also. “Well, I 
thought maybe I had best drop 
you a line as I haven’t written 
to you for about 6 months. 

‘I have changed jobs since the 
last time I did write. I am one of 
a four man alert crew now and ~ 
like my work. We work 24 hours 
on and 24 hours off. 


‘It’s June and still colder than 
all get out here in Japan. We 
still have to have a coat on out 
on the Flight Line. 

‘T’m getting the paper every 
week and want to thank the peo- 
ple of EJ for sending it, I think 
all of us boys look forward to it 


every week. See you all in about |

I hope to get up to see 
him or get him down here be- 
fore I leave. I guess Harry Web- 
ster is up there someplace near 
Mike. 
~ ‘Well, my boy (not girl, as you 
had in the paper) is two months 
old today. Won’t be long and I 
will be home to see him. 

‘I’m still in the same place and 
I’ve got the same job; that’s op- 
erations officer for the Ammun- 
ition Depot. I still like the work 
and dislike Korea. All we’re do- 
ing now is shipping. a little am- 
mo for training use by the Ko- 
rean Army and getting a good 
inventory for. the starting of for- 
mal property accountability on 
1 September. I’m also account- 
able property officer for the De- 
pot. I hope to get out of here be- 
fore they can stick me for any- 
thing. 

‘Guess that’s about it for this 
time. Say Hello to everyone for 
me and thanks again for the pa- 
per. Lt. Roger R. Benson, 52nd 
Ord Ammo Co, APO 284, c-o 
PM, San Francisco, California.” 

Sorry about that slip-up on 
the boy, Roger. I must have been 
seeing or hearing double. Harry 
Saxton showed me some of the 
pictures Bob took when he was 
up to-see you. That’s quite some 
dump you are working at. 

Hersh Young sent a clipping 
home from his paper out in Port 
Hueneme, California about the 
flood they had there that dam- 
aged their house trailer. I don’t 
have space this week to include 
the whole clipping but will quote 
the following. “HIGH TIDE
